Toduy’a farmers are 
managing large sums of 
money, being affected by 
events in other countries 
arid trying to keep up with 
the latest advances in 
scientific and technological 
developments. Farming re- 
mains a dangerous occupa- 
tion with a high risk of 
accidents. 

Stress has its good points, 
tho specialist points out, 
because tho hotly 's reaction 
to threats provides greater 
strength and fnstor reac- 
tions which are important to 
human safety and survival. 
After the throat is over, the 
body rcLu ms to normal . 

However, in cases of 
mental threats or prolonged 
stress, "stress energy" is 
not used for physical 
exertion. The strain on tho 
body continues and fatigue 
or serious illness can result. 

Among farmers, it's 
reasonable to suspect that 
the most stress comes not 
from the daily possibility of 
physical harm, but because 
of concern about unresolved ' 
issues and worry about 1 
whether or not they made i 
the right choices. i 


not all good,

A chock of behavior and 
attitudes likely would show

I Dinners go along without- 
t nk ing action to resolve 
feurs, over-loan and under- 
load, technological and life 
changes, and other uncer- 
tainties. 

Sonic* scientists investi- 
gating the problems of 
stress point out that it can 
prompt creative thinking 
that finds inventive ways to 
handle troubling situations. 
But when many things go 
wrong at once or over a long 
time, body defenses 
weaken. 

Not every farmer reacts to 
stress in the same way. 
Each judges stress accord- 
ing to how serious the 
problems seem to them. 
Some people seem to be 
"stress seekers" who func- 
tion host when time and 
pressure are most intense. 
Others just don't gel ns 
worked up. 

The individual's belief 
system will detenu ine how 
stressful a situation is. Tf a 
farmer thinks farming is 
boring and unrewarding, 
then each new s Lessor adds 
fresh insult to an already 
troublesome burden, Mrs. 
Straatnian explains. 

If the fanner finds his 
work challenging and re- 
warding, problems are 
more quickly resolved. They 
are just part of the job. 


Nu one hits ' 'magic 
coping skills," the .special- 
ist emphasizes. Most peo- 
ple have not learned how to 
use or control stress to keep 
life mi a steady course. 

The misuse of stress 
energy is evident in the 
drug industry that supplies 
bil lions of drugs to keep 
people in low gear and 
vitamins to pep them up, 
even though no drug or 
vitamin has ever solved n 
stressful problem, she 
points out. 

As stress multiplies, 
accidents me more likely to 
happen. When the stress 
cycle gets rolling, it’s 
important to resolve us 
ninny issues ns possible, 
control what's possible to 
control and forget what’s 
not important now, the 
specialist advises. 

A 1979 survey of Iowa 
farmers revealed that stress 
was not intense enough for 
most to impair their health. 
However, the unpredict- 
obles in their work exag- 
gerated tendencies toward 
insomnia, habitual smok- 
ing, heavy drinking, irrita- 
bility and restlessness, nil of 
which interfered with judg- 
ment, job performance and 
Family relations. 

Because each fnrmcr has 
n different tollerance level, 
effects of stress are hard to 
measure. However, each 
person seems to have a 
point at which excessive 
stress takes its toll in lower 
job performance and vigor. 

The farmers said that the 
amount of stress depends 
on how important an 
incident is to them, how 
many things are happening 


ul once mid how long the 
unwanted .situation contin- 
ue.'). 

They know they nre 
stressed when they feel 
vague physical discomfort, 
have emotional outbursts, 
are unable to relax, ex- 
perience mental confusion 
or have periods of anxiety 
and depression. Some feel 
tired und apathetic. 

The top stressors re- 
ported by the Iowa farmers 
were dentil of a spouse or 
near relative, days when 
nothing goes right , machin- 
ery breakdown, disen.se* 
outbreak, death of a 
valuable animal, loss of help 
or no help when needed, 
high debt load, production 
loss to disease or insects, 
poor cash flow, weather- 
causod delays, government 
regulations, uncertain crop 
yields and balancing work 
with family responsibilities. 

More than 60% of the 
men and women in the 
study reported using a 
combination of strategies to 
combat stress. They leave n 
problem, change their ntti- 
tude, resort to a hobby or 
recreational nativity, or 
sleep and relax. Leaving a 
problem mentis Ihut (he 
situation has little signifi- 
cance in relation to survival. 

Underlying most mental 
stress is a resistance to 
change, Mrs. Strnatman 
believes. 

"Choosing a way to 
handle today's stressors 
will not take care of 
tomorrow's, but the blue- 
print for stress manage- 
ment can be called upon 
daily to meet new and 
different situations,"

And, he said, my fami- 
ly cnn’l tell the differ- 
ence between high 
Good and Choice in the 
beef we ent. 

We've ju9l returned from 
California where we 
shopped in a major chain 
store and noted that its cus- 
tomers have no choice but to 
buy the store's own labeled 
beef— no decisions between 
Choice and Good bb is the 
case here in Denver. So, we 
bought some lamb chops in- 
stead— a terrible mistake! 
While the chops looked 
great in the bin, they were 
so tough we'd never buy 
loirxb .chops frqm that store 
again' 1 believe me. 

Obviously, we don’t 
think that particular 
chain gives a hoot 
about merchandising 
lamb. They made it 
available, period. 

Beef, however, is a differ- 
ent proposition. The highest 
por capita consumption of 
beef in North America is in 
Southern California. There, 
beef is still king. While 
Choice beef tops at $1.04 in 
Lhe Midwest this week, the 
same grade sells up to $1 . 17 
in California. 

Furthermore, so- 
called no-roll beef has 
been selling in Califor- 
rin markets for many 
years. This ungraded 
b«ef, which would pro- 
bably grade high Good, 
is about to take off 
across the nation. The 
retailer appreciates the 
growing consumer de- 
jnand for leaner beef,. 
bi» he is going to make 
darn sure the consumer 
Wines back for more— - 
he Won't want to repeat 
our lamb chop experi- 
ence in his store I

USDA’s recent seven 
state cattle-on- feed report 
was highlighted by the 
lowest placemonl figure in 
10 yours. The 72% place- 
ment figure surprised ana- 
lysts who were predicting 
figures in the 77-89% 
range. 

Marketings were 106% of 
last year, an extremely 
optimistic figure for the in- 
dustry, analysts agreed. 

"The cattle feeding in- 
dustry couldn't have had 
better news, ' ' said Dick 
Hummel, analysts with 
Fanners Grain and Live- 
stock. "The report is just 
what they needed." 

The report, termed bull- 
ish by analysts, showed 
total cattle-o n-fevHl in the 
seven largest cuttle feeding 
states at 94 % of lost year, or 
6.46 million head.

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McMillan highlights

Over 600 participants at 
the International Ranchers 
Roundup in Del Rio, Texas, 
listened to C . W . " Bill " 
McMillan, assistant secre- 
tary and agriculture, as he 
outlined the current admin- 
istration’s attitude toward 
the ranching community. 
"We in Washington ore 
well aware the cattle 
business right now is sick. 
The cow business isn't 
going to get better," isaid 
McMillan, "until the econ- 
omy gets better and that is 
the number one priority of 
this administration." 

McMillan outlined some 
of the changes effecting the 
rancherB brought about by 
the new tax bill recently 
signed into law by Reagan. 
There have been major 
changes made in estate 
taxes, changes that will no 


bnger moke it necessary to 
sell the ranch to pay estate 
taxes said McMillan. Under 
the new law, when the first 
spouse dies there will be no 
estate taxes. Along these 
same lines the yearly gift 
allowance has been raised 
to $10,000 per year. 
Depreciation schedules 
have also been changed; for 
example, a ranch pickup can . 
now be depreciated over 
three years and some 
single-use buildings in five' 
years. This speed Up in 
depreciation, according to 
McMillan, will allow bigger 
tax savings and hopefully 
stimulate the economy. 

Perhaps the best news 
that McMillan gave the 
ranchers was the change in 
attitude of the present 
administration. "Inthe past 
one of the great lies," said

Horsemeat scandal results in export ban 


The Australian meat 
company, Pro-Freeze, has 
been "deregistered" by the 
Bureau of Animal Health 
and can no longer export 
meat following confirmation 
that horsemeat was found in 
some beef shipments ori- 
ginating at the plant near 
Melbourne, Bureau Direc- 
tor Bill Gee told Unicom 
News. 

Gee said the bureau has 
no evidence to suggest 
shipments from Pro-Freeze 
went to any country other 
than the U.S. 

Meanwhile, various Aus- 
tralian authorities are in- 
vestigating how horsemeat 
got Into the beef shipments.

“The subject that I am 
going to address probably 
seems sLrange and unneces- 
sary. It is not my usual topic 
when talking to cattle 
feeders," said Dr. R.L. 
Preston, Chairmon of the 
Department of Animal 
Science at Washington 
State University. Preston 
was a featured speaker at 
the Colorado Cattle Feeder 
Assn.’s (CCFA) 27th annual 
conference recently held in 
Vail.

The subject Preston ad- 
dressed concerned beef 
cattle and animal rights. 
According to Preston, 
livestock will not produce 
optimally and efficiently 
unless ell conditions for 
their existence are nearly 
Ideal* Where efficiency is 
improved the cost of 
production is lowered. Thus 
the consumer receives 
economical supplies of 
meat, milk and eggs. 

Five percent of the popu- 
lation produces food for the 
remaining 96%, and as ‘ a 
resqlt, few people under- 
stand the process in which 
cattle become tender meat 
on the dinner ' table, sold 
Preston. Preston said most

consumers have an idea of 
farm life 89 ”... a pleasant, 
peaceful place where calves 
nuzzle their mothers in 
shady fields, pigs loaf in 
mud boles, and chickens 
stratch and scramble about 
barnyards." 

When consumers then 
hear that scientific dis- 
coveries are being utilized 
to enhance food production 
they are confused. The 
United State's food supply, 
which takes a lower 
proportion of consumers' 
income than anywhefe in 
the. world, is taken.-; for 
granted said Preston. 

"They are told that farm 
annuals no longer live free 
and tranquil lives but are 
confinod, surgically muti- 
lated, socially deprived and 
killed to satisfy man’s 
desire for a luxury diet— a 
diet that is harmful to 
human health, wasteful of 
natural resources, destruc- 
tive of wildlife habitats, 
contributes to soil erosion, 
causes pollution and is 
inhumane.” 

Animals are said to have 
rights and according to 
some consumers the cattle 
industry has taken these 
rights away. a 

“As an industry, we don't 
bother to explain why it is 
necessary to do some of the , 
things we do, simply 
because we didn't’ need to. 
Now, however, we must,” 
said Preston. 

In the cattle industry 



many procedures viewed by 
the inexperienced cattle- 
men seem repulsive. The 
production practices that 
are under attack by animal 
welfare groups include: 

* Castration, dehorning 
without anesthetic and 
branding; 

* Total confinement on 
concrete slats; and, 

* Lack of roughage in 
feedlot diets which results 
in laminitios, remenitis and 
liver abscesses 

Cattle feeders, according 
to Preston, can improve the 
-image they project to the 
public and increase under- 
standing of cattle produc- 
tion procodu res . Preston 
said, procedures that inflict 
pain on animals and feeding 
procedures can be ex- 
plained to the public to help 
them realize the context of 
the situation. For instance, 
the general public may not 
know that feeding cattle 
grain is purely a matter of 
economics which allows 
cattle to reach market 
weight that optimizes their 
lean meat production before 
they get too old and the 
meat too tough. 

In February the Minne- 
sota Poultry Industries 
Assn, presented a Code of 
Ethics for animal welfare. 
The code stipulates the 
basic requirements for 
livestock welfare as: the 
provision, of readily acces- 
sible fresh water and 
nutritionally adequate food 
as required, sufficient light 
for satisfactory inspection, 
the rapid diagnosis - and 
treatment of 'injury and 
disease, emergency^provi- 
sion in the evety of a 
breakdown of essential 
mechanical equipment, 
flooring which neither 
barms nor causes 1 undue 
strain, and the avoidance of 
mutilation. 

Preston concluded that a 
code of ethics be estab- 
lished by.cattlemen to focus 
on the concerns of animal 
welfare. ".Proper animal 
welfare is. a necessary 
Irisredient in any. successful 
ial production system.

The* lowest placement 
figure in 10 years definitely 
was the highlight of 
USDA’.s most recent seven- 
stale c alt le-nn- feed report, 
livestock analysts told CNS. 

The report’s 72% place- 
ment figure was lower thnn 
the analysis' 77-89% pre- 
roport estimate range. The 
placement figure, the ana- 
lysts said, confirmed their 
prediction of a bullish 
market in the long term. 

The report showed mar- 
ketings were 106% of last 
year, and the analysts 
agreed the figure was 
extremely optimistic for the 
cattle feeding industry— the 
kind of news needed to 


Lyng says acceptance assured for farm bill 


Congressional accept- 
ance of the Reagan admini- 
stration's free-market farm 
bill proposals now iB 
virtually assured, despite 
differences that still have to 
be ironed out with Con- 
gress, Deputy U.S. Agricul- 
ture Secretory Richard Lyng 
said. 

Reports CNS, without 
detailing the remaining 
differences between Con- 
gress and the administra- 
tion on the pending 1981 
omnibus farm bill, Lyng told 
a meeting of the U.S. Feed 
Grain Council that the 
administration is “confi- 
dent” the final farm bill 
legislation will have a 
strong free-market em- 
phasis. 

Three major areas in 
which Congress and the 
administration differ have 
been peanuts, sugar and 
dairy, legislation. The ad- 


ministration reportedly has 
softened its stance to 
completely, dismantle the 
peanut allotment and quota 
system, and also has agreed 
that there may be some 
sugar support provision in 
the bill— both in exchange 
for Democratic support for 
the Reagan administration 
tax and budget bills. 

Lyng said the administra- 
tion was continuing meet- 
ings with dairy interests to 
work out differences on 
dairy support programs . 

Regarding the Soviet 
U nion , consultations to 
consider further U.S. grain 
sales above the 8-million- 
ton maximum now provided 
for in the extended U.S.- 
USSR agreement will take 
place in late September or 
October. Negotiations for a 
new long-term agreement 
.with the USSR may begin 
then also, Lyng said, but 
there definitely will be a 


meeting on negotiating a 
new agreement before the 
end of the year. 

During his speech, Lyng 
reiterated the Ren gun ad- 
ministration's opposition to 
proliferation of bilateral 
grains agreements. But he 
indicated, as government 
officials have previously, 
Lhe Soviet Union. China and 
Mexico represent special 
cases that warrant bilateral 
trade pacts. 

Lyng, who recently re- 
turned from China, said 
Chinese grain imports of 
about 15 million tons will 
probably not increase above 
that level for the next few 
years, but later added it 
would be a mistake for the 
U.S. -to underestimate the 
potential of the Chinese 
market. The Chinese still 
want to achieve self- 
sufficiency and are concen- 
trating improvement efforts 
on range lands and ef- 


ficiency in hog production. 

Although Lyng said ho 
expected China lo continue 
importing more wheat than 
coarse grains during the 
nexL few years, he noted 
China is very intorosted in 
using corn for both feed nnd 
refining purposes. 

Lyng also reiterated the 
administration’s program Lo 
fight proposed trade re- 
straints in the European 
Economic Community, and 
threatened strong retalia- 
tory action if the EEC places 
import levies on vegetable 
oils and non-grain, feed 
ingredients. He declined to 
specify what those retalia- 
tory measures would be. 

Along that line, the 
Reagan administration re- 
mains opposed to U.S. 
domestic legislation now 
ponding to implement la- 
beling and testing restric- 
tions on imported meat. 


change the psychology of 
tho industry.

According to Joe Kropf, 
analysts for Livestock Busi- 
ness Advisory Services, 
Inc., near-term cash prices 
will be steady with current 
prices for the next four 
weeks.

The July placement fig- 
ure was the lowest in 10 
years, Kropf said, and 
because placements will 
continue to be low, cash 
prices for market-ready 
sLeers will peak in January 
in the high *60 range. 

Seasonal increases in 
nan-fed slaughter will fill 
any marketing holes expect- 
ed by tho industry in the 
niid-Seplembor and Octo- 
ber, according to Greg 
Schimkal, analyst with the 
Victorio Co. 


He said non-fed slaughter 
will luko up the slack left by 
low placement num burs and 
cash prices will come under 
pressure in mid-Se pi ember 
and in October. Cash prices 
will regain strengLh at the 
close of the year, Schimkat 
said. 

Dick Hummel, analyst 
with Farmers Grain and 
Livetock, said the industry 
can expect, between now 
and December, a steer price 
average of $67— Midwest 
and Panhandle basis— as 
the result of the high 
marketing and low place- 
ment figures. 

“The cattle feeding in- 
dustry couldn’t have had 
bettor news. The report is 
just what they needed," 
Hummel said. 

The report showed total 
cnttlo-on-feed in the seven 
largest cattle feeding states 
was 94% of lost year, which 
was lower thnn tho analysts’ 
pre-report range of 95% tn 
99.3% .

Kskin, head of the food 
branch of USDA's Food and 
Nutrition Services, USDA 
will he moving away from 
purchases of highly pro- 
cessed fond products during 
1982 and will focus more on 
raw products. He said an 
increased emphasis on 
purchases of raw products, 
including meat and poultry 
items, would allow USDA to 
get more* food for its dollar 
and to remove the maxi- 
mum possible amount of 
surplus commodities from 
the market with USDA 
surplus removal funds. 

The stabilization on agri- 
cultural prices through 


purchases of surplus com- 
modities is one of the 
foremost functions of the 
school lunch procurement 
program . 

Kskin said that USDA will 
huvo about $408 million to 
use in purchasing, trans- 
porting and handling com- 
modities for school pro- 
grams for fiscal year 1982, 
down significantly from the 
$616 million allocated in 
fiscal 1981, However, de- 
spite the reduced funds 
available for fiscal 1982, 
USDA purchases of high 
protein items, such as meat 
and poultry, may nearly 
equal fiscal 1981 procure- 
ment volume. Donations of 
high-protein items are very 
popular with schools, he 
said. 

During the 1981 -82 school 
year, USDA probably will 
be buying somewhat loss of 
about everything for dona- 


tions to .schools, according 
to Connor KenncLt, chief of 
USDA's Poultry and Dairy 
Quality division. He said 
substantially less processed 
poultry will be purchased by 
USDA during the upcoming 
school year. For instance, 
USDA will probably bo 
substituting purchases of 
cut-up chicken for previous 
purchases of such items as 
cooked breaded chicken, 
and more purchases of 
whole turkeys instead of 
turkey rolls, Kennett said. 

With the exception of 
some canned pork and beef,

FGIS accepts charts 

The USDA has adopted 
the lowa-Illinois high mois- 
ture calibrations for mois- 
ture measurements in corn 
for national use beginning 
Sept. 1, a USDA official told 
CNS recently. 

Dules Malone, assistant 
deputy administrator of 
USDA’s Federal Groin In- 
spection Service, said the 
FGIS will begin using the 
high moisture charts SepL, 1 
for moisture content in corn 
starting at 21.08%. Mean- 
while, FGIS will test 
1981-crop com samples for 
moisture in its laboratories 
to determine if the charts 
need to be revised at a later 
date, he said. 

The decision to accept the 
charts, developed through 
extensive research by the 
lowa-Illinois moisture me- 
ter task force, was prompt- 
ed , by faearly all sectors of 
the grain Industry during a 
moisture meter meeting 
here recently. The industry 
officials said the FGIS must 
accept the charts in order to 
pave the way for national 
standardization of ; grain 
moisture measurements. 

According to industry 
officials, steps can now be 
■ taken to standardize, grain 
moisture testing nationwide 
and the Ia^a-Dlino^s mois- 
ture calibrations can be 
used as the prototype folr ! 
such & program. Most of the 
officials said they do not 
• h*ve a concrete plan . for 
standardization; . but noW ' 
that, the FGIS has adopted 
the h|gh moisture .calibra- 
tions a precedent hais been 
set because FGIS charts are 
recognized around '. the ‘ 
wBrfd ei Hi? siMuid^d. for 
gM in v J moisture . measure-

duct." Those regulations 
nlso require the labels of 
mechanically deboned menL 
containing products to 
denoLe the product contains 
a certain amount of powder- 
ed bone. 

USDA recently proposed 
new mechanically deboned 
meat regulations designed 
to promote consumer ac- 
ceptance of the product. 
According to the meat 
industry, current mechani- 
cally deboned meat labeling 
regulations attach an 
unnecessary stigma to 
mechanically deboned meat 
containing products. The 
USDA proposal outlined 
several options for re- 
naming the product, includ- 
ing terms such as "mechan- 
cally recovered {beef/pork/ 
veal)." 

Middaugh indicated that 
if the product’s name were 
changed to something more 
acceptable to consumers, 
there would be few prob- 
lems promoting the pro- 
duct in export markets. The 
federation would promote 
exports through retail and 


import associations, sampl- 
ing for consumers nml trade 
shows, he said. 

Middaugh said Egypt, 
Southeast Asia and Japan 
are the markets with the 
most potential, followed by 
Europe, the USSR and other 
Eastern Block countries. He 
said the Japan Hamburg 
and Hamburger Assn, 
cooperative has expressed 
interest in trying mechan- 
ically deboned meat. 

However, mechanically 
deboned meat would proba- 
bly have to gain widespread 
use and acceptance domes- 
tically before it caught on 
significantly in foreign 
mnrkots, Robert Mnnion, a 
USDA foreign market dev- 
elopment official, told CNS. 

One USDA official suid 
the biggest potential for- 
eign markets for mechan- 
ically deboned menL would 
be meat-poor countries 
whore processed meats 
such as sausages played a 
big role in meat consump- 
tion. He named Poland and 
Egypt as two examples of 
such markets. 


A USDA source told CNS 
that n U,S. meat processor 
hnd at one [joint expressed 
tentative interest in obtain- 
ing USDA export credit 
guarantees to finance a 
possible mechanically de- 
boned meat export sale. 

Historically, USDA ex- 
port guarantees have been 
extended mostly on sales of 
raw agricultural commodi- 
ties, such as grain, that 
appeared on an eligible 
commodity list. However, 
under a relatively new 
policy USDA will consider 
granting export guarantees 
on virtually any agricultural 
commodity that would meet 
its mnrkcl development 
goals, ut the request of 
either importer or exporter, 

Agriculture Secretary 
John Block has stated that 
onu of his policy goals is to 
increase the amount of 
value-added products In the 
mix of commodities the U.S. 
exports. USDA recently has 
granted export credit guar* 
untoes on such products as 
pork, poultry and portion- 
controlled meats.

Range prices to fall, Denver, Salt Lake to be strip cities 


It is the year 2020. The 
Grant Basin-South Rocky 
Mountain sub-region con- 
tains contrasting economic, 
environmental and political 
situations. 

Denver, and Salt Lake 
City are strip cities, running 
more than half the length of 
their respective states— and 
are models of city environ- 
ments. 

Those predictions are a 
result of the Western 
Regional Studies Project at 
Los Alamos Scientific Lab- 
oratory made for the federal 
government by professors 
from Colorado State and 
Now Mexico State Universi- 
ties. 

Dr. John McKean, CSU 
economics professor, and 
Dr. Joel Diemer, agricul- 
tural economics professor at 
New Mexico State Universi- 
ty, sifted through moun- 
tains of information from a 
number of sources, includ- 
ing experts in various dis- 
ciplines at their respective 
universities, before compil- 
ing their 14-page summary 
report. 

The 10 inland weBt states 
studied are North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Montana, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Nevada, 
Utah, Colorado, Arizona 
and New Mexico.

which is an SSflO-inillion 
Australian annual market 
for Australian manufactur- 
ed beef. 

Importers and end users 
in the U.S. are alarmed, 
according to the AMLC 
spokesman. 

There already ore indica- 
tions that the incident will 
pressure the Australian 
government to overhaul the 
inspection service and 
enforce stiffer fines for such 
fraud. 

The Australian beef in- 
dustry is in the midst of a 
slump in cattle numbers 
which has caused wide- 
spread slaughter plants 
closings. The scandal could 
not have come at a worst 
time because Australia is 
embroiled in a debate with 
the U.S. on d proposed 
import duty on Australian 
iamb exports, sources said.

“The fuel that Safeway 
went after it speaks for 
itself," he said. 

Within the past two 
years, ungraded beef sales 
have increased by an 
estimated 26% on the West 
Coast, said Cnl San tare, 
executive director of the 
Western States Meat Pack- 
ers' Assn. Santare said 
ungraded beef has “taken 
fire" in the last year as 
consumers want leaner 
beef. 

The Denver-based King 
Soopers Inc. sells about 


60% Choice and 50% 
ungraded beer, said Jan 
Loulzonliiser, executive 
vice-president of King 
Soopers. Sold us generic 
beef in 63 King Soopers 
stores, Lite ungraded beef 
costs SO. 10 lo 50.35 a lb. less 
than Choice, he said. 

For example, Loutzen- 
hiser said, King Soopers' 
Choice chuck roast costs 
$1.36 compared with $1.25 
for generic chuck roast King 
Soopers’ Choice round 
steak costs $2.29 compared 
with $2.09 for generic round 


steak, he said. 

However, one moaL pack- 
er said if the present trond 
continues, the price differ- 
ence between Choice und 
ungraded beef will narrow 
as the demand for No- Roll 
beef increases. 

The real boost to No-Roll 
sales, Srubar said, is 
today ' s diet- and health- 
minded consumer. No-Roll 
hucf is leaner, ho said, and 
offers health conscious 
consumers an alternative to 
Choice beef. 

Loutzenhiser said he anti- 
cipates ungraded beef will 
take an even greater share 
of total meat sales in the 
future, just as the use of 
other generic labeled pro- 
ducts hns increased. In 
1978, there were about 15 
generic items in supor- 
muikeLs compared with 
about *160 generic items 
today. 

One Western meat puck- 
er said thnl half of his kill is 
ungraded and that half of 
those No-Rnlls would grade 
Choice. His customers ore 
specifying they want No- 
Roll beef, he said. Retailers 
must keep up with their 
competitors, tho packer said 
and consumers are de- 


manding a leaner hoof. 

In addition, he said, 
economic conditions hove 
caught up with consumers 
and Lltey have less money to 
spend at the meat counter. 
The packer said he will no 
longer use the USD A 
grading service at his plant 
if enough customers want 
No-Rolls. 

Present USDA marbling 
specifications keep No-Rolls 
from grading Choice, Sru- 
bar said, buL the flavor and 
tenderness are still there. 

Recent improvements in 
breeding and feeding have 
resulted in cattle coming to 
market at an enrlier age 
than five years ago, said 
Srubar. This, together with 
the greater influx of exotic 
breeding cattle, results in 
ineut with less marbling, he 
said. 

The recent National Cat- 
tlemen's Assn, grading 
standards proposal would 
incorporate these feeding 
nnd hreoding trends into 
future grading standards, 
Srubar said. If the proposal 
takes effect, cattle feeders 
could take 10 to 30 days off 
the present feeding time, 
resulting in lower produc- 
tion costs.

"Symptoms of protein, 
energy, vitamin and miner- 
al deficiencies and symp- 
toms of parasite and disease 
afflictions are practically 
impossible to distinguish 
visually,” notes Herd. "So 
animal health is an impor- 
tant part of any production 
program. 

"A systematic approach 
to supplemental feeding can 
make management deci- 
sions concerning animal 
health and nutrition easy 
and accurate,” adds Herd. 

He offers the following 
generalguidelines: 

• Feed salt end an 8-12% 
phosphorus supplement of 
similar calcium content free 
choice the year round unlesB 
the mineral is included in a 
complete supplement. 

• Inject or feed vitamin A 
if in doubt. 

• Feed enough protein to 
maintain at least a 6% 
ration for proper digestive 
functions and to increase 
feed intake. As a rule of 
thumb, 1 lb. of 40% protein 
supplement will meet the 
supplemental protein needs 
of a dry pregnant cow, and 2 
lb. will take care of a cow 
nursing a calf:' 

■ Use cow condition or 
fatness as a guide to 
additional 1 feeding. Loss of 
weight of condition sug- 
gests the need for additional 
supplement to furnish more 
energy. The protein content 
. can.. ■ be : decreased in. 
proportion to the increased 
level of supplemental feed- 
ing.

digestible and contain more 
protein than the average 
forage in the pasture. 
Overstocking eliminates the 
potential for selective graz- 
ing and greatly increases 
the need for, and the 
expense of, supplementa- 
tion. So don't overgraze 
pastures, emphasizes Herd. 



Adequate protein is es- 
sential for normal feed or 
energy intake and diges- 
tion. Adding Vi to l‘/i lb. of 
a 30-40% protein supple- 
ment to rations with less 
than 8% crude protein can 
increase forage intake 30- 
60% and digestion 6-12%. 

The energy in 1-2 lb, of 
high energy supplement 
(grain) may slightly stimu- 
late digestibility and forage 
intake. However, levels 
above 10-12% of the diet 
may slightly depress forage 
digestibility and have a 
substitution rather than a 
supplemental effect on total 
energy intake. Still, a pound 
of grain supplies more 
energy than a pound of 
forage. In spite of the 
substitution effect, many 
situations call for greater 
amounts of energy supple- 
mentation. 

Stay away from energy 
deficient situations, advises 
Herd. Try to feed high 
quality hay, and control the 
calving season so .quality 
forage is available when 
cows and calves need it 
most. Use fertilization and 
limited supplementation to 
make sure cows are in good 
condition starting the win- 
ter. This greatly reduces the 
need for high levels of 
s upplement at ion later in the 
season. 

. Where cows are getting 
too poor, feed higher levels 
of supplement to maintain 
proper condition or get 
ready to poy the price of 
. reduced calf crops and 
i weaning weights.
